THE FIRE. 


The Loss Reaches About Six Millien 
Dollars. 


[By Telegraph to the Constitution. | 

CuicaGco, July 15.—At 2:30 a. mM. the 
limits of the fire are as follows: On 
Clark street No. 535, which is about 
Twelfth street on the south, and about 
Halstead the north: on Dearborn the 
sou hern limit is near Twelfth street, and 
the northern limit Polk street: on War- 
bash avenue Ilarmon Court forms the 
southern. boundary and the northern 
limit, being between Jackson and Van 
Buren streets; on State street the south- 
ern limit is Harmon Court, the line ex- 
tending on the north nearly to Jackson 
street. Third and Fourth avenues are 
burned nearly their whole length. The 
tire burned a number of houses on Michi- 
gan avenue, but has not damaged that 
street to any great extent. “Some twenty 
blocks are burned. The loss is variously 
estimated, but cannot be given with ac- 
curacy. It will not be less than $4,000,- 
000, and probably will not be over SG, - 
000,000. ‘This is covered by about two- 
fifths insurance, which is divided among 
numerous companies, since a great many 
fire companies have been very careful not 
to take large risks in one locality. 

The following are the largest losses : 
The Jewish Synagogue, $30,000: Quin’s 
Chapel, $15,000; the Adelphi Theatre, 
$75,000; St. James Hotel and furniture, 
$150,000; the Post-ofllce, $50,000; the 
First Baptist Church, $100,000; the 
Church of Messiah, $25,000, and Olivet 
Baptist Church, colored, $40,000. 

A number of serious casualties are re- 
ported, and several persons were doubt 
less lost in the flames. 

The fire is now completely under con 
trol, and no further anxiety is felt for the 
safety of property on the north side of 
the city.

POLICE RULES. 


The Ordinance Committee submitted the 
rules for the government of the police force 
adopted by the Police Commissioners (here- 
tofore published) with a few amendments. 

The rules as published were adopted, with 
the following amendments. 

Rale 29 was amended so as to substitute 
Chairman of the Police Commissioners for a 
majority. 

Rule 33 was amended by inserting ‘‘ex- 
cept where rewards have been offered for 
the arrest of criminals.”’ 

Rule 41 was amended by inserting ‘“ex- 
cept where it would defeat the ends of jus- 
tice.”’ 

Rule 42 was stricken. 

The following was substituted for Rule 
44: ‘“‘Every policeman shall report on coming 
off duty all houses improperly open, all 
nuisances observed by him and all violations 
of ordinances, with names of offenders, 
witnesses,’’ etc. 

Rule 54 was amended by inserting ‘in 
case his authority is questioned.” 

Rule 62, that no officer or member of the 
police force will be allowed to electioneer or 
advocate the claims of any citizen for any 
municipal office, was stricken. Alderman 
Keely voted against striking. 

The following were stricken from the list 
of causes for removal! from office: 

For fraudulently contracting aud refusing 
to pay any honest debt. , 

Conversing during his term of patrol 
duty with any other member of the force or 
with a citizen without good cause thereof. 

The rules for detectives were likewise 
amended, viz. : 

“The services of detectives may be dis- 
pensed with by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners or Council. 

The detectives’ rooms are to be open to 
the inspection of the Mayor and Council 
and city officers. 

The ordinance was read, as amended, 
three times and passed.

large a number of Georgians, and insis- 
ted on our names being added to his regis- 
ter of special visitors. 
After stopping at several other very 
attractive places and ‘satisfying ourselves 
that the St. Louis. peaple knew how ‘to 
entertain strangers Visiting their city, we 
returned to the hotel in time to take the 
9p. M. train for Omaha City. 
At the depot we met With angther sug 
prise. The St I; K. €. and ’N. Rh. R. 
Company had provided us with a special 
car for this trip.. One a sleeping car for 
the night, and the othera reclining-chair 
car for the next day’suse. The latter was 
a perfect delight to all of our party, be- 
ing a model parlor, with elegant paint- 
ings, fine furniture, and the easiest riding 
coach we ever had the good fortune to 
travel in. We cannot say too much in 
praising this beautiful car, or in thank- 
ing the accommodating company for the 
many pleasures and conveniences re- 
ceived at their hands. 
We arrived in 

OMAIIA 


at sundown on Monday, and were met at 
the hotel by some of the leading citizens. 
They extended to us the right hand of 
welcome, assuring us that the Western 
people were anxious to shake hands with 
the South, and willing to provide good 
homes, cheap farms, etc., to all who de- 
sired coming there to live. 
On Tuesday afternoon the Merchants’ 
Club of Omaha invited us to take a drive 
with them over their thriving little city, 
and seeing they that they were well sup- 
plied with comfortable equipages, we ac- 
cepted. After a rapid drive t»> all the 
places of interest, we returned to the ho- 
tel in time for supper, and to receive and 
accept an invitation from the same Club, 
attend a reception at their club-rooms at 
8 o'clock rp. M. This we found to be the 
grandest treat of the trip, for in addi- 
tion to the many expressions of welcome 
tendered by the members, we were 
banquetted in nice style, champagne, 
cigars, etc., being in abundance.  Elo- 
quent and very creditable speeches were 
made by some of Georgia's favorite 
young men, manifesting a high apprecia- 
tion tor the many kindness received from 
the Merchants’ Club of Omaha. 
Leaving Omaha Wednesday morning, 
we went ninety-two miles further west to 
Columbus, 
NEBRASKA, 
where we were again made the recipients 
of innumerable expressions of welcome 
and friendship by the people of this en- 
ergetic little prairie city. Here it was 
that carriages and buggies were furnished 
to the entire Georgia party, with a full 
complement of citizens as company, for 
the purpose of visiting the Government 
Reservation, occupied by the Pawnee In- 
dians. This was along and rather tire- 
some ride over the barren praimes, with 
the hot sun giving us the full benefit of 
his heating powers. But we were fully 
compensated for this little annoyance in 
the many strange scenes and curious Cus- 
toms we saw 

AMONG THE INDIANS. 
It was the first time that some of our 
party had ever beheld the aboriginees in 
their original condition. We occupied 
the whole day in this visit to the Paw- 
nees, and saw much to interest and please 
us. 
This Pawnee reservation was the place 
where Brigham Young and the Mormons 
first settled in the West, and the build- 
ings now used by the Government for 
school, residences, etc., were originally 
built by the Mormons. They must have 
expended considerable - labor and money 
at this place, for one building is four sto- 
ries high, and built of brick, covering 
nearly half an acre. : 

After resting at Columbus another day, 
looking at the lands and farms in the 
valleys near there, we took the Monday 
train for 

GRAND ISLAND, 

a distance still farther west of 62 miles. 
On our arrival we were taken charge of 
by the public-spirited citizens of this new 
railroad city, and carried to their houses, 
where we fared sumptuously. Grand 
Island is destined to be one of the largest 
cities between Omaha and Salt Lake 
City. 

We remained there three days, and the 
time was delightfully spent in driving 
over the rich Platte valley farms, through 
which winds the Platte river. 

We received every imaginary attention 
from the people wherever we went, and 
especially from those in the city. 

Here our party disbanded, some to re- 
turn home, some going on to Salt Lake 
City, and others going east. It was with 
feelings of sincere regret that we parted 
with our gaew-made friends in the West. 

The Georgians, one and all, agreed 
thatif there was any State in America 
where the people were more hospitable 
than in Georgia, it certainly was in the 
State of Nebraska. 

And they farther agreed that there is 
more good land in this American Para- 
dise, the great desert that was only read 
about afew years ago, than all the farm- 
ersin Georgia, and perhaps the South, 
could cultivate. The land is very pro- 
ductive, making fabulous yields in corn, 
wheat and other grain. Hay isthe natu- 
ral production, and a man may soon re- 
alize a fortune by industriously cutting 
and sowing the great Nebraska staple. 

We could say a great many things in 
favor of this country and some against 
it, but very few of the latter. 
Yet we did not commence this letter for 
that purpose, and will return to the orig- 
inal subject by saying thatthe Georgia 
excursion party was a success, and every 
one of us say, ‘‘ Hurrah for the West!” 
and especially Nebraska. 

May she live to be one of the proudest 
States in the Union, and may her people 
live to maintain the reputation they so 
justly deserve for hospitality, kindness 
and attention to strangers, is the great

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

As stated previously there were some six- 
teen colored hands aboard, mostly asleep. 
One man walked along the train, but failed 
to detect the broken bumper. One jumped 
off and broke his shoulder by it. The cars 
went over with a crash, and it is a wonder 
that there were not more killed outright. 
The killed and wounded were mixed and 
mingled with the debris of the cars and 
lumber, But one was killed outright, Henry 
Whitfield. His brains were mashed out by 
a scantling. The following are the wounded, 
several of them being Considered in a dan 
gerous eondition :

Whata Constitution Man Saw inthe 
Recorder’s Court Room--Law as 
Administered in Small Doses. 


Yesterday morning a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter, with a quire of note paper in one 
hand and a subpoena in his left coat tail 
pocket, wended his way to the Recorder’s 
Court room. This popular tribunal is pre- 
sided over by Judge Pondicton. whois grace- 
fully supported on the left by Captain Tom 
Jones. Itis run with tremendous gravity, 
heightened by the remarkable solemnity of 
Captain Jones, who is never known to smile 
while it is in session. Law is retailed here 
in parcels to suit the demand and the times, 
and ugually brings from $1 to $25 and costs a 
parcel, The attendance upon this court is 
very cosmopolitan, and embraces many of 
our citizens who are never seen in daylight 
until brought before it. It is alse exten- 
sively patronized by the whisky ring, the 
cursing ring,and the fighting ring,and its ofli- 
cers are so popular that females often come 
long distances to be present when it assem- 
bles. Consequently the room is generally 
crowded, and the outside of the bar usually 
presents an array of faces which would be 
very attractive to an artist on account of the 
remarkable intermixture of color and ex- 
pression. Its business is equally diversified, 
including everything from a plain drunk to 
an aggravated row. Hence, parties who 
present themselves here for law are always 
more than satisfled. 

Yesterday was not a particularly good day 
for business, but the following applications 
were considered, and we think the parties 
ought to be content: 

Cora Robertson and Sallie were the 
first to apply. They admirably represent 
that class of our citizens known as rag 
pickers. A rag picker is an individual who 
is erroneously supposed to pick up loose 
rags, but who in reality picks up most any 
thing else that may be found loose, and who 
insummer often earns a precarious livelihood 
by picking up loose blackberries from some- 
body else’s land. Rag pickers are ordinarily 
of the feminine gender, of tender ages, and 
are never known wo die.

An Important Invention. 

A correspondent of the Vicksburg Herald 
gives an account of a new invention now in 
practical operation in the Mountain Cotton 
Mills, near Bolton Station, on the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad, which, if it proyes 
to be all that is represented, must have a 
more important effect upon the production 
and manufacture of cotton than even Whit- 
ney’s cotton gin has. lt does away with 
the ordinary process of ginning, converting 
the cotton just as it is taken from the field 
into thread of superior quality. It costs 
only $250, and is attached to the ordinary 
card stand. It is said that specimens of 
thread made by this machine have been sent 
to nearly all the Northern manufacturers. 
and have been pronounced stronger and 
more lustrious than that spun by the ordin- 
ary method. It is claimed that a thread 
spun by this means will sustain fully one- 
third more weight than a thread of equal 
size made of cotton that has passed through 
the process of compression and the compli- 
cated machinery of common cotton mills. 
The great importance of the in- 
vention, however, eonsists in the 
fact that by its cheapness and sim- 
plicitly it may be introduced into common 
use, the natural results of which will be to 
transfer the whole work of cotton spinning 
from manufactories to cotton fields, thus 
affecting a great saving in the cost of pack- 
ing and transportation, and in other ex- 
penses,
